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After which his Grace the Duke of Norfolk, Earl-Marſhal of ExXGLAND, being 
ſent for in, and the Kings, Heralds and Purſuivants of Arms attending, ' by his 
Greces Order, with their Books and Records of former Coronations 3 The Proceeding 
ro the Coronation of His Majeſties Grandfather King JAMES the F irſt, was there. 
upon read by the Clerk of the Conncil; and after chat, the Proceeding to the Coro. 
nation of His Majcſties Royal Brother, our late Gracious Soveraign King CHARLES 
the Second 3 Whereby it appearing that ſeveral Perſons claim'd to perform par- 
ticular Services on the Day of the Coronation, the ſaid Kings and Heralds of Arms 
were thereupon ordered forthwith to draw up an Abſtra&t of the leveral Crain 
made at the Coronation of His ſaid late Majeſty King CHARLES the Second, 
and to preſent the ſame to the Lords of the Committee on Thurſday then nexc 
following, their Lordſbips at the lame time delivering to the Officers of Arms a 
Book of Claims made at the laſt Coronation in order thereunto. 


Thurſday, 19 Febr. 1654. 


He Officers of Arms preſented to the Lords of the Committee an AbſtraS of 
the Cams made by ſeveral Peers and Others at the late Kings Coronation, 
which was read to their Lordſbips, (the Earl-Marſbal being preſent) the Sub- 


ſtance whereof was as followeth. 


1. That Mountagu Earl of Lindſey Claim'd, and was allowed the Office of L ord 
Great Chamberlain of ExcLaxv, with a Salvo jure to the Earl of Oxtord, 
who alſo Claim'd the ſaid Office. 

. That Edward Dymoke Eſq; (afterwards Sir Edward Dymoke Knight ) 
Claiw'd and was allowed the Office of Champion to His Majelty, as being aiu- 
ally poſſeſſed of the Manour of Scrivelsby in Com. Linc. the Claims of Robert 
Hey wood and Crefſey Dymoke to perform that Serwice, being rejected. 

. That Hugh Audley Eſq; as Lord of the Manour of Buckenham in Norfolk, 
Clain'd to be Butler at the Coronation, but was not allowed; and that the 
Guardians of Thomas Duke of Norfolk ( during his Infirmity) Claim'd that 
Deputies might be admitted in behalf of the ſaid Duke as Earl of Surrey, to 
can the Golden Spurs and Second Sword ; and as Earl of Arundel and Lord 
of the Manour of Kenninghal in Norfolk, to execute the Office of Chief Butler 

_ of Exc1axp ; and as Premier Earl of Ex@Lanv to redeem the Kings Sword 
which ſhould be Offered ; which in reſpec} to the Butlerſhip was referred to the 
Kings Pleaſure, with a Salvo ure ; but as to the Spurs, Second Sword, and 
*word to be Offered, the Claim was not allowed. 

. That Peter Soame Eſq; 4s Lord of the Manour of Heydon in Eſſex, Clainrd 
to bold the Balon-and-Ewer and Towel to the King on the Day of His Co- 
ronation, but was allowed only to bold the Towel. ; 

. That Henry Howard Eſq; (Brother to Thomas Duke of Norfolk whom he 
afterwards ſucceeded in the ſaid Honour) as Lord of ti:e Manour of Wirkſop 
alias Worſop in Com. Nott. Claim'd and was allowed to find a Glove for the 
Kings Right Hand, end to ſupport the Kings Right Arm ſo long as He beld 
the Scepter in His Hand. 

6. That the Mayor and Burgeſſes of Oxford. Claim'd by Charter, and were allowed 
to ſerve in the Office of Butlerſhip to the King with the Citizens of London, 
and to have three Maple Cups for their Fee. 

7. That the Dean of Weſtminſter Claiming to be the Kings Inſtructor the Day of 
the Coronation, and with the Chapter and Miniſters to aſſiſt in performing 

. Divine Service, to keep the Coronation Robes, to have certain Allowances 
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of Habit, . Diet, and other Fees ; the Service was allowed, but the Fees x 


red to the Kings Pleaſure, 


8. That Thomas Leigh Eſq; as Lord of the Manour of Adington in Surrey, Claim'd 
and was allowed to bring to the Table a Meſs of Dillegrout, or 
by the Kings Maſter Cook. 

9. That Robert Barnham Eſq; as Loyd of the Manour of Nether Bilſington in 
Kent, Claim d, and was allowed to preſent to the King Three Maple Cups. 

10. That John Nevil Lord of Bergaveny, as Lord of the Manour of Sculton in 
Norfolk, Clain'd to be Larderer at the Coronation ; and that William Lord 
Maynard, as Lord of the Manonr of Eſton at the Hill in Eſſex, Clainr'd to 
be Caterer and Larderer at the Coronation, which was allowed hin by the 
King pro ea vice, with a Salvo jure to the Lord Bergaveny. 

. That Bold Bouphey Eſq; Warden of the Fleet, and Keeper of the Kings 
Palaces at Weſtminſter, Claim'd to attend the King when be came to the ſaid 
Palaces, and to have certain Allowances ; but the Serwice was adjudged to 
bawe no relation to the Coronation. 

. That William Lord Allington, as Lord of the Manour of VVimondley in 
Hertford(hire, Claim'd and was allowed to ſerve the King with the Firſt Cup |, 
at Dinner, and to have the Cup for bis Fee. 

13- That Thomas Clopton Eſq; as Lord of the Manour of Lyſton in Eſſex, Clarm'd 
and was allowed to make the Kings Wafers, and to have tertain Fees there- 
upon, which were Compourlded for at Thirty Pounds Sterling. 

14- That the Barons of the Cinque-Ports Claim'd and were ry OF to carry the 
Canopy over the King, and to hawe it for their Fee, and to Dine in the Hall. 

15. That Sir William Throckmorton Knight-Marſhal, Claim'd to build Scaffolds 
at Weſtminſter and elſewhere, for the People to ſee the Solemmity of the Co- 
ronation. and to have the benefit thereof, but it was not allowed. \ 

16. That Charles Earl of Derby, as being ſeiſed of the Iſle and Caſtle of Pelham;—- 
and the Lordſhip and Dominion of Man, Claim'd and was allowed to preſent 
the King with a Caſt of Falcons on the Day of the Coronation ; but bis fir= _ 
ther Claim of carrying the Sword called Curtana, and, by Deputy, the Sword © 
called Lancaſter, was not allowed ; only by the Kings Fawour he was ap- 
pointed to carry the Third Sword. 

. That the Biſhops of Durham end of Bath and Wells Claim'd and were al- 
lowed to ſupport the King on the Day of His Coronation. 

. That John Earl of Exeter, as being ſeiſed of the Barony of Bedford, Clain'd | 
to be the Kings Almoner the Day of the Coronation, and to bave certain Fees; 
but not proſecuting his Claim, the King appointed Sir George Carteret His 

'Vice-Chamberlain to perform the ſaid Serwice ; which was afterwards ordered 
to be no prejudice for the future to the ſaid Earls Claim. 

. That the Lord Mayor of London Claim'd and was allowed to (erve the King 
with a Bowl of Wine that Day, and to have the ſaid Bowl for his Fee, and 
with a certain number of Citizens to ſerve in the Office of Butlerſhip, and to 
Dine in the Hall. 

. That the Officers of the Removing-VVardrobe Claim'd to furniſh the Church 
where the King is Crown'd with Tapeſtry and other Furniture, as alſo the 
Hall where the King Dines, and to have certain Fees, but it was not allowed. 

. That the Gentlemen Uſhers daily Waiters Claim'd to ſee the Scaffold and 
Throne, and Traverſes Ere&ed and Furniſhed, and to have the Covering of 
the Throne for their Fee, but it was not allowed. : 

. That Thomas Duke of Norfolk, Earl of Arundel and Surrey, Claim'd for 
Conſervation 'of his Rights, during bis Infirmity, that Deputies be appointed 
in bis place as E rl of Surrey to carry the Gold Spurs, and Second Sword, and 
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: * Arundel to execute the Office of Chief Butler, and to have certain 
fangh & as | irſt Farl of England to Pres the Kings 5 word which ſhould 
}. Offered : But the Court having given their Anſwer to the Claim of the ſaid 
Dukes Guardians, proceeded no further in this Claim. . 

| That Edward Lord Rockingham, as Lord of the Manour of Little VVel. 
don in the Connty of Northampton, Claim'd to be Maiter of the Kings Buck- 
Hounds, and to have certain 1ees and Wages for the ſame : But being a new 
(laim, it was not allowed. 


Whercupon it was Ordered by the Lords of the Committee, That His MA- 
TESTT ſhould be movedto grant a Commiſſion of CLAIMS, and to appoint a time 
for the Coronation, that the Peers might have timely Notice thereot : And that 
the Farl-Marſbal be deſired to conſider of a Scheme of the Pxoceevixe at His 
Majeſties Coronation from Weſtminſter-Hall to the Abbey, and back again, and to 
preſent it to their Lordſbips on Saturday then next following, in calc it could be 
hniſhed by that time. | 

The ſame Day alſo the Clerk of the Great-Wardrobe preſented their Lordſbips 
with an Account of what was provided by the Great-Wardrobe tor the Coronation 
of his late Majeſty King CHARLES the Second; and their Lordſbips having 
marked only what was fit to be provided for the preſenc CORONATION, an 
Extra was made thereof, and laid before the Lord Treaſurer. 

And it was Ordered by their Lordſbips, that Sir Gilbert Talbot Knight, Maſter 
and Treaſarer of His Majeſties Fewel-Houſe, do preſent to their Lordſhips a per- 
te Liſt of all the REGALIA under his Care, on Satzrday then next following. 


Saturday, 21 Febr. 1684. 


He Maſter of the Jewel-Houſe preſented to the Lords of the Committee a Liſt 
of the Recar1a in his Cuſtody, which was read ; as alſo an Account of 
what he provided at the laſt Coronation, which he was ordered to Eſtimate. 

Then the Earl Marſbal delivered to their Lordſbips a Scheme of a Pxoceeving 
to His Majeſties Coronation, drawn up by the Officers of Arms, which was read ; 
and the ſaid Officers of Arms were Ordered to fet down which of the Peers were 
to carry any of the Reyalia by Virtue of their Claims. 

And His Majeſty having declared that His Royal Conſort the QUEEN ſhould be 
Crown'd with Him, the ſaid Officers of Arms produced a Ceremonial of the Coronation 
of Queen ANNE, His Majeſties Grandmother, which was alſo read : VVhere- 
upon his Grace the Lord Archbiſhop of Cantexzuxy was deſired to view the

That there were Five other Tables in the Hall, one 30 Foot long and y Foot broad 
for the Lords Spiritual, ſerved with Two Meſles of the like Fare, in Three 
Cowles, 72 Diſbes of Meat to a Meſs, in all 144 Diſbes ; with a Banquet 
in Ten great Silver Baſons, in each Baſon 20 Boxes of Dryed ConteCtions, 
and 4.0 Glaſſes of Confettions preſerved Liquid, with ſome Fruit:

The Fourth Table for the Barons of the Cinque-Ports, Maſters of Chancery, exc. 
ſerved in all reſpects, as the Lord Mayors Table was. 

The Fifth Table for the Heralds, 12 Foot long and 4 Foot broad, ſerved with 24 
Piſbes of Meat beſides Salads, and a Baſons of Dryed ConteQtions, 4 Diſbes 
of Wet, and Fruit. | 

That all the Tables were ſerved with Aſparagus, Artichokes, Oc. And the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal with Veniſon. 

That the Total Expence of the ſaid Proviſions amounted to 1209 Pounds 15 
Shillings 7 Pence Half-peny. 

That the Expence wonld have been much greater, but that the Parliament had not 
long before prepared a great Store of Linen and other Neceſlaries for Hs Maje- 
ſties Reception, which were Imployed in that Service ; And that there was at 
that time a certain Compoſition ſerved into the Kings Houſe, which did ſup- 
ply for that occaſion the greateſt part of Butcher:-Meat ſine pretio : But that 
now all Proviſions are much dearer than they were then, and particularly that 
French-Wines being then but 24 Pound per Ton, are now more than double 
that Rate. 

That as to the Coronation-Dinner of King CHARLES the Firſt, they could give 
no Anſwer, all the Books and Records. of the Counting-Houlſe being loft in the 


late War. 


Then the Maſter of the Fewel-Houſe delivered to the Compgittee an Eſtimate of 
the ReGa11a for His Majeſties Coronation only, which was tead ; but in regard 
there were certain Regalia to be provided alſo for the Coronation of the QUEEN, 
he was Ordercd to Eſtimate the ſame againſt the next Meeting.

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An Explanation of the Sacred and Royal Habits, and other Orna- 
ments, wherewtth the KING was Inveſted on the Day of Hu Cos 
RONATION ; Which, together with the Three Swords, the Antient 


Regal Chair, and the Amipul and Spoon, are deſcribed in the Firſt 
Plate of the Regalia, here Inſerted, 


A. HE Mantle, Dalmatice, or open Pall, otherwiſe called the Imperial Pall, 
was heretofore a Rich Imbroidery with Golden Eagles; but being, in 

the time of the great Rebellion againſt the Bleſſed Maxrrz King Cnanies the 
Firſt, together with all the reſt of the Regalis, except the Ampul and Spoon, (all 
which were conftantly kept in the Church of VVeſtminſter) Sacrilegiouſly plun- 
der'd away, Information was given to the Conmiſrmr of the VYardrobe, how — 
the ſame ought ro be Embroidered, viz. with Golden Eagles interniixe with Roſes, 
Flower de Luces and Crowns, as it is exhibited in the Sculpture + Bur the ſhortneſs 
of the time preventing, and the Commiſſioners obſerving that ar the laſt Coxox as 
10x a Rich Gold Stuff did ſupply ir, made choice of a very Rich Gold and Purple 
-Brocarded Tiſſue, the Grourid or Outfide whereof was ſhot with Gold Thread, 
Brocarded wich Gold and Silver Trails, (moſtly Gold) with large Flowers of Gold 
froſted, heightned with ſome little Silver Flowers, and all the Trails and Flowers 
edged abour with Purple, or deep Mazarine Blew. Being open, it was of a Tri- 
angular Form, with one ftrait fide, and tyyo compaſs fides ſloping into a Train. 
The ſtrait Edge, being three Yards and a half, came round the Neck, and made 
the two ſides before; and the depth behind, from the midle of the ſaid ſtrait Edge 
to the point of the Train, was two Yards and half a quarter, made up of three 
bredths, and three quarters of a bredth, parallel to the traic Edge, fo that it 
trail'd near a Foot upon the Gronnd. 

The Lining was a Rich Crimſon Florence Taffats, and the Cloſing or Faſtning 
before was a broad Gold Claſp. 


B. The Smpertunice, Surat or Cloſe Pall, being a Cloſe Coat with plain Sleeves, 
of a very thick and Rich Cloth of Gold Tiſſue, ſhot with Gold Thread and Gold 
Flowers, Brocarded and Frofted without either Silk or Silver. 

The length behind, was a Yard and quarter and half; and before, a Yard and 

rter; having only one flic behind, a quarter and half deep; which divided it into 
kirts, each Skirc being juſt a Yard and half, ſo that the whole Compal at the bor« 
tom was three Yards. 

The Sleeve was 23 Inches long, and the Neck was welced about with the 
fame as the Outſide : And the Lining was Crimſon Florence Taffata. 

To this belonged a Belt or Girdle made of the ſame Cloth of Tiſſue, lined with 
V'Phite VV atred T abby, with a Gold Buckle, Runner and Teb, to which Hangers of 
the Game were afterwards affixed, for the KINGS Sword wherewith He was 
Guirded. 


C. The Armil was made of the ſame Cloth of Tiſſne as the Supertnnice or Cloſe 
Pall, and Lined with Crimſon Florence Sarcenet, but ſhould have been Embroidered 
agreeable to the Open Pall with Eagles, Roſer, Flower de Luces, and Crowns, as 
in the Sculpture, in caſe the Open Pall had been fo ordered. |

It was made of 
very Fine White Cambrick, and was in length about a Nail of a Yard deeper than 
the Supertunica, or Cloſe Pall : Tt was Laced about the Neck, round the Armholes 
or Openings of the Shoulders, down the Breaſt, up the Slits of the Sides, and 
round the Bottom, with fine White Flanders Lace (urfled on very full, 


E. The Surcoat of Rich Crimſon Sattin, which was put upon His Majesry at 
His firſt Dreſſing in the Morning, was made like the Supertunica or Cloſe Pall, and 
much about the ſame Dimenſions : ' For the length behind,was a Yard and quarter 
and half; and before, a Yard and quarter. 

The Sleeve was in length, from the Shoulder Seam, half an EIL 

The Slit behind at the Bottom was a quarter and half, which divided it ((like 
the Supertunica or Cloſe Pall) into two Skirts, whereof each Skirt was in compals 
a Yard and half an Ell. PE: 

It had a Collar of the ſame, to wear a Band with, cloſed with four Buttons and 
Loops of Crimſon, and the Collar was faſtned to the Welt of the Surcoat, with 
three Knots of Four-peny-broad Crimſon Taffata Ribband, 

It was opened for the Anointing on both Shoulders, from the Collar to the ſets 
ting on of the Sleeve, and in the bend of the Arms, a quarter and half, and as 
much in the midle of the Back between the Shoulders : All the Openings, as like» 
' wile quite down before, having ſeveral Faſtnings of Crimſon Taffata Ribband, to 
cloſc again after the Anointing, 4 

The Lining was Crimſon Florence Sarcenet. 


£* Note, That there was alſo provided a Crimſon Sarcenet Shirt with Sleeves, opened in all reſpefts like to 
the Satiin Surcoat, with Ribband: affixt for, cloſing the ſeveral Openings after the Anointing , to be 
worn next under the Sattin Surcoat : But this not having been uſed at the laſt Coronations, viz. of 
King Charles the Firſt and Second, was likewiſe omitted now, being concerved unneceſſary, unleſs 
for warmth in the Winter Seaſon. 


F. The Buskins were made of the ſame Cloth of Tiſſue alſo, as the Supertunica, 
and Lined with Crimſon Florence Sarcenet ; The length of them 18 Inches, the 
Compals at the Top 15 Inches, and from the Heel to the Toe 1 1 Inches. 


G. The Sandals were made with a dark-colour'd Leather Sole, and a Wooden 
Heel covered with Red Leather, the Straps or Bands, whereof two went over the 
Foot, andthe third behind the Heel, were of Cloth of Tiſſue, Lined with Crimſon 
Taffata, as was alſo the bottom or inſide of the Sole: The whole length of the 
Sandal was 10 Inches. | 


H. The Spurs, called the Great Golden Spurs, were curiouſly wrought accor« 
ding to the Sculpture. | 


J. The Ampul or Eaglet of Gold, containing the Holy Oyl, was in form of an Eagle, 
with the Wings expanded, ſtanding on a Pedeſtal, all of Pure Gold, finely cha- 
ced, as in the Sculpture. The Head ſcrews off at the midle of the Neck, for the 
convenience of putting in the 0yl, and, the Neck being hollow to the very Beak, 
the Holy Oyl was poured out into the Spoon, through the point of the Beak. 

The height of ir, from Bottom to Top, including the Pedeſtal, is about Nine 
Inches, the Diameter of the Pedeſtal about Three Inches and a half, and the

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bredth between the fartheſt points of the Wings, about Seven Inches : The weight 


of the whole about Eight or Ten Ounces, and the Cavity ot the Body capable of 
containing about Six Ounces, 


K. The Anointing Spoon is likewiſe of Pure Gold, of the exa@ Figure with the 
Sculpture, with Four Pearls in the broadeſt place of the Handle, and the Bow! of 


the Spoon is finely chaced both within and withour 3 by the extream thinnels where- 
of it appears to be very antient. 


L. King Eow avs Chair, (commonly called St.Epw avs Chair,is a very anticnt 
Chair of ſolid hard Wood, with Back and Sides of the lame, (as in the Sculpture,) 
variouſly painted, in which the Kix&s of Scotland were heretofore conſtantly 
Crowned ;, but being brought out of that Kingdom by the Victorious Prince King 
Evw ax the Firſt, in the 24 Year of his Reign, Anno 12.96. after he had toral] 
overcome Fohn Baliol King of Scots, it hath ever ſince remained in the Abbey of 
Weſtminſter, (now the Collegiate Church of St. Peter,) and has had the-Honour to 
be-the Royal Chair, in which the ſucceeding Kings and Queens of this Realm have 
been Inaugurated. 

It is in height Six Foot Seven Inches, in bredth at the bottom 438 Inches, and in 
depth 24 Inches : From the Seat to the bottom is 25 Inches, the bredth of the Seat 
within the Sides 1s 28 Inches, and the depth 18 Inches. At Nine Inches from the 
Ground there is a Bottom-Board, ſupported at the four Corners by four Lyons ; and 
between the Scat and the ſaid Bottom-Board is encloſed a Stone, commonly called 
Jacob's Stone,or the fatal Marble Stone being an Oblong Square,about 22 Inches long, 
13 Inches broad, and 11: Inches deep, r Blewiſh Steel-like coloux, mixed with 
ſome Veins of Red ; whereof "Hiſtory relates, that it is the Stone whereon the Pa- 
triarch Jacob is ſaid to have lain his Head in the Plain of Luza. That it was brought 
to Brigantia- in the Kingdom of Gallicia in Spain, in-which place Gathol King of 
Scots Ge on it, as his Throne. Thence it was brought, into Ireland by Simon Brech, 
firſt King of Scots, about 700 Years before Chriſts time. And from thence into 
Scotland by King Fergus, about 330 Years before Chriſt. And in Anno $50. was 
placed in the Abbey of Scone in the Sherifdom of Perth by King Kenneth, who cauſed

This Antique Regal Chair, mentioned by ſeveral of our Hiſtorians, as Matthew 
of Weſtminſter, Hefor Boetius, Robert of Glouceſter, the Poet Harding, Occ. having, 
together with the Golden Scepter and Crown of Scotland, been ſolemnly oftered by 
the forementioned King Edward the Firſt to Sr. Edward the Confeſſor, the Morrow 
after the Feſtival of St. Botolpb, Anno 1297. (from whence it hath the Name of 
St. Edwards Chair,) has ever ſince been kept in the Capella Regia, or St. Edward 
the Confeſſors Chapel, with a Tablet hanging thereto, wherein are written in the

M. Curtans, or the Pointleſs Sword, repreſenting the Sword of Mercy ; is the 
Principal of the three Swords in Dignity, which were born naked before the 
KING, to the Coronation; and is a broad bright Sword, whereof che length of 
the Blade is 32 Inches, the bredth almoſt two Inches, the Handle, being covered 
with fine Gold Wire, is four Inches Jong, beſides the Pomel an Inch and three 
quarters, which, with the Croſs, is plain Steel gilt, che length of the Croſs being 
almoſt eight Inches. The Scabbard belonging to it was covered with a rich Bro» 
carded Cloth of Tiſſue, with a gilt Fernle, Hook, and Chape. 


N. The Second Sword, or Sword of Juſtice to the Spirituality, is a pointed Sword, 
but ſomewhat Obtuſe according to the Sculpture. The length of the Blade is 40

againſt the Coronation of His late Majeſty King Charles the Second, Imbelliſhed with 
Pearl and Pretious Stones of divers kinds, viz. Diamonds, Rubies, Emeralds and 
Saphires, with a Mound of Gold on the top of it, incircled with a-Band or Fil- 
let of Gold, Imbelliſhed allo with Pretious Stones ; and upon the Mound a Croſs 
of Gold, ImbAliſhed likewiſe with Pretious Stones, and three very large Oval Pearls, 
one at the top of the Croſs, and two other pendant\at the ends of the Croſs. The 
ſaid Crown is compoled (as all the Imperial Crowns of England are, ) of four Croſſes, 
and as many Flowers de Liz,, of Gold, upon a Rim, or Circlet, of Gold, all Im- 
belliſhed with Pretious Stones, from the tops of which Croſles ariſe four Circular 
Bars, Ribs, or Arches, which meet at the top in form of a Crols, at the Interſe&ti- 
on whereof is a Pedeſtal, whereon is fixed the Mound before-mentioned. The 
Cap, 'withia the ſaid Crown, is of Purple Velvet, lined with White Taffata, and 
turned up with Ermine, thick powdered in three Rows. 


IT. The Crown of State, ſo called, becauſe it is worn by the Kixs, at: all ſuch 
times as He comes in State to the Parliament-Honſe. This was alſo new made 
againſt the Coronation-of His late Majeſty KixG Charles the Second, and was worn 
by the King in His Return to Weitminſter-Hall : It is exceeding Rich, being, Im- 
belliſhed with divers large Roſe, or Faucet, and Table Diamonds, and 6ther Prets- 
ous Stones, beſides a great, quantity of Pearl ; but it is moſt remarkable for a 
Wonderful large Ruby, ſet in the midle of one of the four Croſſes, eſteemed worth 
Ten Thouſand Pounds, as alſo for that the Mound is one Entire Stone, of a Sea- 
Water-Green Colour, known by the Name of an Agmarine. The Cap was allo of 
Purple Velvet, lined and turned up, as the former. 


III. The Orb, Mound, or Globe, which was put into His MazzesT1Es Right 
Hand, immediately before His being Crowned, and which His Mazzstv bore in 
His Left Hand upon His Return into Weſtminſter-Hall, is a Ball.of Gold of fix In- 
ches Diameter, encompaſled with a Band, or Fillet, of Gold, Imbelliſhed with 
Roſes of Diamonds encircling other Pretious Stones , viz. Emeralds, Rubies and 
Saphires, and Edged about with Pearl; on the Top whereof, is a very large Ame- 
thift, of a Violet or Purple Colour, near an Inch and halt in height, of an Oval 
form ; which, being encompaſſed with four Silver Wires, becomes - the Foor, or 
Pedeſtal, of a very rich Croſs of Gold, of three Inches and a quarter 1n height, and 
three Inches in bredth, ſer very thick with Diamonds, having, in the midle there- 
of, a fair Saphire on one fide, and a fair Emerald on the other, and Imbelliſhed 
with four large Pearls, in the Angles of the Croſs, near the Center, and three 
large Pearls at the ends of the (aid Croſs ; che whole height of the Orb and Croſs 
being 4-1 Inches. , | 
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IV. The QUEENS Circlet of Gold, which Her Majestr wore in the Proceed. 
ing to Her CoxoxAtloN, is a Rim or Circlet of Gold, very richly adorned with 
large Diamonds, curiouſly ſet, as in the Draught; with a String of Pearl round the 
upper Edge thereof : The Cap'was Purple Velvet, lincd with White Taffata, and 


turned up with Ermine, richly powder'd. 


V. The QUEENS Crown, wherewith Her MajzesTY was Crowned, iS a very 
rich Imperial Crown of Gall, ſet with Diamonds of great Value, intermixed with a 
fer Pretions Stones of other kinds, and ſome Pearl: It was compoled of Croſſes 
and Flowers de Liz, with Bars or Arches, and a Mound and Croſs on the top of the 
Arches after the fame manner as the KINGS Imperial Crowns were, differing from 
them only in ſize, as being leſſer and lighter : The Cap was of Purple Velvet, lined 
with Rich White Taffata, and turned up with Ermine, or Meniver pure, richly 
Powdered. | 


nn VI. The OUEENS Rich Crown, which Her MajzsTy wore 1n Her Return to 


kecbard Bearveir, Weſtminſter-Hall, was likewile of Gold, but fo richly woe Ip with Diamonds 
Jeveller, in which nd Pearl, that little or none of the Gold appeared: It was allo at Imperial Crown, 
to pleaſe Their compoſed of Croſſes and Flowers de Liz, with Arches and a Mound, as was Her 
degree, — © Majesries other Crown. 

The Diameter of the Rim was five Inches, and the height of it to the Top of 
the Croſs upon the Mound, ſeven Inches, and the weight only 1 9 Ounces Ten- 
peny weight. 

The whole Rim, or Circle, was covered with 22 large Roſe, or Faucet, Dia- 
monds, whereof two of them, being very large, were of 2000 fl. value each, and 
the other 26 of 1500 l. apiece. In all, 34000 Pounds. And the Angles between 
were filled up with 44 ſmall Diamonds, value 100. 

The Four Croſſes were compoſed of 25 Diamonds each, amounting in all to 
1 2000 L. And on the Top of the ſaid Croſſes were four exceeding large Diamonds, 
in value 400001. 

In the Tops of the Four Flowers de Liz,, were Four Oval Diamonds of 6000 L 
value; And in the Side-Leaves, Eight Diamonds of 40001. value; And at the 
Foot of each Flower de Liz, were 18 (maller Diamonds, amounting in all to 2co0L.

Their CORNET of White Damusk,doubled, being Two Foot Six Inches flying, 
and as much in depth upon the Staff, was Fringed about with Gold Three In- 
ches deep, with vroge and Taſſels \uitable; and in the middle was Tmbroidered 
the Kings Cipher, Enfigned with an Imperial Crown of Gold ſuſteined by Tivo An- 
gels of Silver, That:on the Right Side having a Sword in his Hand, and That on 
che Let a Palw Brapch : Under the Cipher was the Year of our Lord 1686s. 
wrought in Figures of Gold; and below the ſaid Figures a Scroll of Gold with

The GUYDON was of the ſame Silk, made up and Imbroidered as the Cor- 
net, differing from it only in Form, having a Forked Tail, which, from the Staff 
co the Points thereof, was about Three Foot and Three Inches. 

This Second"Troop of His ye Horſe-Guards drew up at their uſual place 
of Parade in the Hay-Market ; from whence marching by St. James's Stables,

The Grawadiers (viz, Two Companies) were Cloathed as the Muſquetiers, 
but diſtinguiſhed by Cops of Red Cloth Lined with Blew Shaloon, and Laced with 
Silver Galoon about the Edges : And on the Frontlets of the ſaid Caps (which were 
very large and high) was Imbroidered the Kings Cipher and Crown, Each of 
thele Granadiers was Armed with a long Carabine ftrapt, the Barrel thereof Three 
Foot Two Inches in length 7 a Cartoncb-Box, Bionet, Granada-Ponch, and a Ham- 
mer- Hatchet. 

The COLOURS or ENSIGNS of this Firft Regiment (Twenty Four in Num- 
ber,) were of a large ſize, viz.

The STANDARD of His Majeſties own Company Was of Crimſon Taffata, Tm» 
hroidered in the Center with the Royal Cipher, viz. 7R. interlaced, Enſrgned 
with an Imperial Crown of Gold. | 

The Colonels Colours alſo of Crimſon Taffata, was not charged with any Diſtin-. 
&iom or Dewvrſe. 

The Lientenent-Colonels Enſign was of VVhite Taffata, with the Croſs of St.George 
throughout, of Crimſon Taffata, (as were the 21 remaining Enſigns) in the middle 
of which was painted an Imperial Crown of Gold. 

The Mzjor's Colours was diſtinguiſhed by a Pile VVavy of Crimſon Taffata, iſſu- 
ing out of the Dexter Chit of the firſt Quarter, and an Imperial Crown of Gold in 
the Center of the Croſs. 

t he Eldeft Captain had his Colours diſtinguiſhed by one of the Kings Ciphers, 
viz. TR. interlaced, and an Imperial Crown Painted in the middle of the Croſs, of 
Gold. The Second Captain was differenced by two Royal Cipbers and Crowns in 
the Croſs. The Third, by Three. The Fourth, by Four. And fo every Captain 
to the Twertieth, who had his Croſs charged with Twenty Ciphers and Crowns. 

This whole Re7/-7ent (excepting the Company of Sir Roger Manly the Eldeft 
Captain, who had at this time the Guard of Langard-Fort ) drew up at their Pa- 
rade within the Rails of the Piazza in Covent-Garden, Where Captain-Liente- 
nant Edward Rouſe being Detached for the Guard of VVhitehal, and Captain 
De la cal for that of Somerſet-Houſe, the Regiment was formed in a Battalion ; 
and from thence marching down to the Strand, and by Charing-Croſs and Whitebal

T his Second Regiment of Foot-Guards, repairing to their Parade in Lincolns-Inn- 
Fields , were formed in a Battalion conſiſting only of Eleven Companies, inclu- 
ding the Company of Granadiers : The Two other Companies of Captain Anthony 
Markham and Captain James Kendal, being upon Duty at the Tilt-Yard near 
IV bitehal, and at St. James's, (where Their Majzsr1es then lay) Commanded 
by the ſaid Captain Markham, with Licutenant William Gibbins. 

From Lincolns-Inn-Fields, they marched through Covent-Garden, the Strand,

rets Church-Gate Weſtward, along the Wall of the Church-Yard, and on the 
Sourh-fide of the Rail in a fingle Rank, reaching to the Great Weſt-door of the 
Abbey, ranging likewiſe without the North-Rail to the ſame Great Door in 
poſition, Colonel Edward Sackwille Lieutenant-Colonel, ſtanding on that fide be- 
fore the Center of the Colours, who Commanded the Regiment in Chief this 
Day, by reaſon the Right Honourable William Earl of Crawen Colonel, being a 
Peer of the-Realm, was obliged to attend His Majesrr at the Coxonarion 
among the other Earls.

STIES Anointing, gave Order for bringing the REGALIA in Solemn 
Proceſſion to Weſtminſter-Hall : Whereapon the this Dean, and Prebendaries of the 
Collegiate Church of Se. Peter in Weſtminſter, being, Veſted in Surplices and Rich 
Copes, and preceded by the Gentlewen of the Xin 5 Chapel, and Choir of Weſtmin- 
ſter, brought the REGALIA, abour 1 x of the Clack, to the Lower End of the 
ſaid Hall, and there ſtaid until the- Swoxvs were preſented to His MAJESTY ;

Sion the Ordnance of the Tower being diſcharged by Captain Richard Leak, Mafler 
Gumer of England, were Ecchoed by ſeveral Peals of Cannon from the Ships, and 
other Veſſels, in the River.

The QUEEN alſo, deſcendirig from the Theatre at the ſame time with the 
KING, paſſed by the High Altar, through the Door on the North-Side thereof, 
into St. Edwards Chapel, having Her Cxowx on Her Head, and Her Scepter and 
Ivory Rod in Her Hands, (attended as before) and repaired alfo to the Altar in 
the ſaid Chapel. 


Then the KING delivered the Two Scepters to the 4rchbiſboy, who laid them 


upon the Altar; and His Majesrr taking off His Cxown, delivered it alfo ro the 
Archbiſhop, who placed it upon the ſaid Altar. 


The QUEEN alſo delivered Her Two Scepters to the Archbiſhop ; and raking oft 
Her Cxow x, delivered it likewiſe to Him; all which he placed upon the Altar. 


| This done, the KING wichdrew into His Traverſe, at the VVeſt-End of the 
ſaid Chapel, where He fare down in His Chair, and was Ditrobed, by the Lord 
Great Chamberlain, of the Robes called St. Edwards, which were delivered to thc 
Dean of VVeſtminſter, who laid them upon the Altar before-mentioned.

Then the Six-Clerks likewiſe entred the Hall, and were conducted by an Offi- 
cer of Arms up the midle of it, to the paſſage at the head of the Second 'Table, 
on the Eaft-Side of the Hall ; and moving downwards, between the ſaid Table 
and the Cupboards, to the loweſt opening of the Forms and Seats, (the Rail and 
Flap being lifred up) the Juniors firſt entred, and paſſed to the Lower End of the 
ſaid Table, the Seniors ſtill placing themſelves uppermoſt according to their Order, 
but fate not down until Their Majzsr1ts were paſſed by.

allo wipd the Cover within and without, rook Aſſay of that Diſh, and Coverd 
it. Then was that Diſh, and the reſt of the Firft Courſe delivered to the Gentlemen 
Penſioners ; and a Door being opened from the ſaid Kitchin into the Hall, juſt 
above the Heralds Table, it was brought into the Hall, and ſo conveyed to their 
MajzesT1es Table with the following Ceremony :
